Collapse of a Buffalo Building 
With Fatal Results. 


TEN OR TWELVE KILLED, ' 


The Debris Being Searched and Only 
an Incomplete List Given

BUFFALO, N. X., May 21.—The four- 
story brick building 8 to 10 Seneca street, 
part of it forming a portion of ‘the Brown 
Building, recently vacated by the Western 
Union Telegraph Co., collapsed to-day 
while a large number of men were at work 
in the building remodeling it. The falling 
walls went down upon a couple of smaller 
brick buildings adjoining on the east side 


barber shop, next door to the falling build- 
ing, was crushed as if it had been an egg 
shell, It was full of barbers and custom- 
ers at the time. - 

Up to noon only two of the dead had 
been recovered, though it is believed that 
there are ten or twelve.

CITY, Mo., May A.— This“ 
is the greatest day in the history of Jeffer- 
gon City. The people are justly proud of 
the new bridge spanning the Missouri 
River at this place. It is entirely a Jeffer- 
son City enterprise. No foreign capital was 


used in its construction, It cost $250,000, and 
to-day the opening of the bridge was 
formally celebrated. It is the only bridge 
of the size in the State owned entirely by 
people of a single city. It is consequently 
a monument to Jefferson City’s thrift and 
enterprise. 

The building of the bridge is a step only 
in the direction of closer communication 
with North Missouri. In years past the 
Missouri River was a huge and almost im- 

assable barrier 9 Jefferson City 

rom her neighbors on the north. Now 
easy and direct communication is assured. 
A scheme is on foot and has taken practical 
form to build an electric line from Jeffer- 
son City to connect with Columbia and oth- 
er cities across the river. Such a line touch- 
ing the C., B. & Q. and the Wabash would, 
it is believed, be of incalculable benefit to 
the people of the two sections of the State. 

The transfer business between Jefferson 
City and the M., K. & T. and C. & A. at 
North Jefferson is of such volume that it is 
now known that the ‘bridge will be con- 
siderably more than 3 te It 
will pay a neat dividend on the money in- 
vested. The building of such an electric 
line as is suggested above would also be of 
financial and social benefit. Therefore it 
will be built. 

At 1:30 p. m. the lines began to form 
for the march to the bridge. It is roughly 
estimated that 25,000 persons formed the 

rade. The line was formed in_ five 

ivisions. All of the various beneficial and 
benevolent orders in the city were in line. 
Over 2,000 school children marching with 
banners and mottos was an enjoyable and 
inspiring sight. Eighteen bands from vari- 
ous parts of the State furnished the music 
of the march. 

Arrived at the bridge the order of march 
was broken, and the people began to in- 
discriminately enjoy themselves. The best 
of order was preserved and not a drunken 
man has been seen on the streets. 

Judge James B. Gantt of the Supreme 
Court acted as Master of Ceremonies at the 
bridge and introduced the speakers. The 
following is a brief statement of the pro- 
ceedings: Address of welcome, Mayor Ed- 
win Silver; speeches by Judge Hockaday of 
Fulton, Maj. Jno. L. Bittinger of St. 
Joseph, and ex-Attorney-General McIntyre 
of Audrian County. 


Description of the Bridge. 


The bridge is located at the foot of Boll- 
var street, and across the river at right 
angles to the current. From the retaining 
wali in the street to water's edge, the 
structure is a trestle about 140 feet long 
across the Missouri Pacrific Railway track, 
with a clearance of 21 feet above base of 
rail. This trestle consists of steel towers 
and cross-girders, with a wooden floor and 
wrought-iron handrail. The first span from 
the Jefferson City shore is a draw span of 
440 feet between centers of end pins, fol- 
lowing which is two clear spans of 350 feet 
each between centers of end pins, then a 
pile trestle of about 465 feet long and 
finally a protective earth embankment 
about 1.300 feet long. The clear roadway 
of the bridge is 20 feet, making the dis- 
tance between center spans of trestle 22 
feet, the clear headway is something less 
than 16 feet. The hand rafls are of wood, 
strong and high and thoroughly braced, so 
as to prevent accidents. 

At the bottom of each hand-ralil there is 
a — — of timber to prevent vehicles 
from striking the hand- rail or superstruct- 
ire. The floor is of long-leaf Southern yel- 
low pine. 

Pier No. 1 of the bridge consists of two 
steel cylinders filled with concrete on bed- 
rock about the level of lo water. 

Pier No. 2, the pivot pier for the draw, is 
above water, a steel shell twenty-four feet 
in diameter, filled with concrete and rest- 
ing on a timber crib and caisson filled with 
“oncrete and sunk to bed-rock by the pneu- 
natic process. 

Pier No. 3 is two steel cylinders, filled 
vith concrete resting on a timber crib, also 
led with concrete and sunk to bed-rock 
„the pneumatic process. 

Pier No. 4 is of the same character as 


o. 3. 
Pier No. 6 is two steel cylinders, each rest- 
g on a mass of concrete, cased with a 
mber crib, surrounding a group of piles 
riven down to bed-rock. All of the cylin- 
ers and the various piles are braced to- 
„ther by steel plates, thoroughly strength- 
ved and stiffened by struts and ties, 
The bridge is constructed for the carrying 
motor and street cars, wagons, etc.

HE IS PAID BY THE CITY. 


But He Appeared to Defead a Suit 
Based on an Alleged Wrong 
to the City. 


City Counselor Marshall is rapidly de- 
veloping into a wonderful legal contor- 
tionist. He did a turn in Judge Klein's 
Circuit Court room Thursday morning that 
made even that acrobatic old barrister, 
cx-Judge Chester H. Krum, gasp. 

The case was that of Norton D. Kitchell, 
an inoffensive citizen of St. Louis, whose 
corns have been walked on by a corpora- 
tion, against the Manchester Avenue Elec- 
tric Railway, the City of St. Louis and the 
Board of Public Improvements. 

Mr. Kitchell’s purpose was to secure 
damages for injuries done his property at 
the junction of Sarah street and Manches- 
ter road by the street car line and an 
annulment of the company’s charter. 

In his petition he based his action on 
three grounds: First, that the charter of the 
company was invalidated by its failure to 
property grade the street along which its 
ine ran from building line to building line 
at its own cost, as the law requires. 

Second, that the charter to the Sarah 
street division was null and void by reason 
of its violation of the Julian State law, 
which declares that franchises must be sold 
at auction to the highest bidder. 

Third, that the charter had expired be- 
cause the company had not commenced the 
building of the road within one year and 
had not finished it within two years after 
the granting of the franchise, as the terms 
of the franchise required. 

Mr. Kitchell was represented by ex-Judge 
Krum and Gen. James M. Lewis. The raii- 
road interest had present in court ex-Judge 
Finkelnburg and four other attorneys, 
but these gentlemen had nothing to say. 

City Counselor Marshall, who is paid a big 
salary to attend to the legal business of the 
city, gallantly came to their assistance and 
gave the benefit of his ability to the con- 
cern which was charged with violating city 
ordinances. 

The first move made by Mr. Krum was 
to dismiss the action against the city and 
the Board of Public Improvements. This 
left the Manchester road the sole defend- 
ant, but this never fazed the hairy City 
Counselor. He staid right with them, and 
did all the 9 for the road. Mr. 
Krum tried to tell him that the bridge had

SILVER MEN CONFIDENT. 


They Have the st. Clair County Gold- 
bugs on the Run. 


Indications now are that the friends of 
Gov. John P. Altgeld and free silver will 
control the County Convention to be held 
at Belleville Saturday by a handsome ma- 
jority. 

In East St. Louts the bolting delegation, 


or rather the forty delegates that called 
a meeting of their own at Vonnahme’s Hall 
and decided to ask for admission to the 
County Convention, are now declaring that 
they represent no opposition to Gov. Alt- 
geld and some of them go so far as to state 
that they were always great admirers of 
the Governor and his financial views. This

HORACE BOIES 
AND FREE. SILVER. 


Hearty Indorsemeat by the Iowa 
Democratic Convention. 


Drafted by Boies and Was Not Strong 
Enough to Suit the Prevailing 
Silver Sentiment. 


DUBUQUE, Io., May 2L—The Iowa State 
Democratic Convention concluded its work 
last evening. It was a silver convention all 
through. Boies was made delegate-at-large 
to the National Convention and indorsed 
for the Presidency. The platform declares 


for free silver. The delegates are all silver 
men except those from the First District.

During the election of delegates Gov. 
Boies was called on and was loudly ap- 
plauded when he appeared. He said: 

“When this battle began a few weeks 
ago I was determined that the masses of 
the Democratic party of this great State of 
Iowa should be heard on this occasion. I 
believed, as I believe now, that there were 
many occasions in many conventions of po- 
litical parties where the views of the peo- 
ple have been silenced. As far as I was 
concerned I was determined the Democra- 
cy of Iowa should speak. I believe this is 
the safety and the only safety of any po- 
litical rty on earth. And so I say to you 
that when I see such a convention as this, 
whose delegations have been selected in 
the way that the delegations of this con- 
vention have been selected, it is a source 
of gratification that I am unable to ex- 
ress in the English language. I want you 
rom this time forward to know that in 
Iowa the spirit of the Democratic party 
lies in the masses. (Applause.) And from 
tris time forward I want the mass of the 
Democratic party to take its destinies into 
their own hands, and if they do I assure 
you that the Democratic —— will march 
on to certain victory.“ (Applause.)

We hold to the use of both gold and silver as 
the standard money of the country, and to the 
coinage of both gold and silver without dis- 
crimination against either metal or charge for 
mintage. 

In the judgment of this convention the explicit 
pledge of the national Democratic party, if fairly 
and honorably kept, requires the copstant effort 
of every loyal Democrat to accomplish the repeal 
of all laws, heretofore enacted through the in- 
strumentality of the Republican rty, which do 
in letter and spirit alike di minate against 
silver and in favor of gold, and the substitution 
thereof of affirmative legislation which shall u 
some terms or other restore silver to equal rights 
with gold in the mints and coinage of the country.

Arrival of the Czar and Czarina 
and Their Escort.

MOSCOW, May “21.—The Czar and the 
Czarina made their triumphal entry into 
this city this afternoon amid the thunder of 
batteries of artillery, the clanging of tount- 
less bells and the cheers of a vast multitude 


of loyal Russians and equally enthusiastic 
visitors from All parts of the world. 

Probably never in the history of nations 
has there beén such an assemblage of 
people. At 1 o’clock, in ahticipation of the 
coming of the Czar, the entire route from 
Petrovski Palace, about three miles on the 
road from St. Petersburg to the Kremlin, 
was so densely packed with people that 
movement, except on the outskirts of the 
immense crowd, was out of the question. 

From 7 o'clock this morning the route to 
be fellowed by the procession had been 
guarded by troops, infantry and cavalry, 
police on foot and horseback, in uniform 
and in plain clothes, until the road may be 
said to have been lined by row after row, 
thickness after thickness of blood and Iron. 

The weather was delightful, a great relief 
after the bitterly cold and damp experi- 
ence of the past few days. The sunshine 
had not had time to dry the muddy roads 
and streets, but the warmth was a great 
improvement and put everybody in good 
humor. n 

The signal for the commencement of the 
day’s movements was a salute of nine guns 
from a battery outside the city. This was 
followed by the dull booming of the big 
bell of the Cathedral of the Assumption 
and the assembling of the troops at their 
various mustering points. 

Then the countless high dignitaries of the 
empire and of foreign countries began to 
gather at the Petrovski Palace to take 
their places in: the gala: equipages or to 
escort on horseback the carwiages of the 
Czar and Czarina.

Fair Association Agrees Net te Per-

FORTIFICATIONS BILL, 


Over $10,000,000 Appropriated for the 
Public Defense. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The fortifica- 
tion bill which passed the Senate appro- 


priated the liberal sum of $10,763,888. At ter 
the Committee on Coast Defenses concluded 
its investigations the House Committee on 
Appropriations availed itself of the infor- 
mation obtained by the Senate Coast De- 
fense Committee and the House Committee 
also followed up the investigations and 
concluded to appropriate the sum of 5, 
845,837. This was beyond all precedent, a 
new departure in the Mne of coast defenses, 
but the Senate was not content with this 
and after due consideration in the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations the Senate in- 

creased the amount by $4,918,061. 
Senator Squire was invited to sit with the 
Senate Committee on Appropriations dur-

without objections in the Senate, so that the 
fortification bill passed unanimously.

Opposition Confident That Kelleher’s 
Election and Rebenack’s Unseating 
Will Give Them a Majerity.
